They 
arc rather common, but due to the 
lack of knowledge before the last two 
years or so little thought was given 
them. 


"For some unknown reason they 


have sprung into rather a conspicuous 
spotlight the past two years. Much 
has been written about them and I 
think this has had a tendency to cause 
people to become spider-conscious. 
People have been on a rather keen 
outlook for them, finding them to be 
surprisingly common even in their 
own backyard, so to speak. 


"They arc by far the most poisonous 


inject in North America. Such spid- 
ers are always to be delected by the 
typical hour-glass underneath the ab- 
domen. Some females have a few red 
dol.s upon the top of the body, while 
others may be solid black.

Congress Quits, as Filibuster 


by Long Delays Age Pensions 


Kingfish's 5^-Hour Talkfest May Put Off Social Se- 


curity Program Until New Congress Votes Funds 


WASHINGTON.—(XP)—Congress adjourned an historic session early Tues- 


day, but left buried under a filibuser by Senator Long, Democrat, Louisiana, 
the money for major New Deal projects. 


The senate quit at midnight Mon-i)— 


day after receiving an administration 
warning that President Roosevelt has 
constitutional powers to order ad- 
journment. 


The house closed its first session of 


thc 74th Congress at 12:09 a. m. after 
turning back the clock while waiting 
to learn what course the senate would 
pursue. 
When Speaker Byrns rap- 


ped the final gavel, thc clock in the 
house chamber read only 11:57 p. m., 
cr 12 minutes behind thc real time. 


But a tumulutous day of confer- 


ences and compromises which manuv- 
ered the administration into rewriting 
its cotton loan plans as the price for 
cotton loan plans as the price for mol- 
lifying Southern senators and win- 
ning §76,000,000 in cash for the vast 
social security program was nullified 
by Long's five-and-a-half-hour 
talk- 


fest. 


Senator Robinson, the Democratic 


leader, Senator Black, Democrat, Ala- 
bama, and others charged Long with 
"deliberately killing" the third de- 
ficiency bill "carrying funds for the 
aged and crippled by his filibuster." 


"No I ain't," Long retorted, as he 


talked on. 


Long Kills Pensions? 


Most congressional authorities held 


that failure of thc $100,000,000 third 
deficiency • bill may delay operation 
until January of th'e bulk of Now Deal 
legislation.' enacted during the last two 
months of congress.

major bills as social security, the 
holding company bill, thc bus control 
law, thc Guffcy coal bill, and the fed- 
eral alcohol control act. 


Though President Roosevelt was re- 


ported lo believe that he could allocate 
funds to these agencies from work- 


relief money, congressional authorities 
believed that Comptroller General J. 
R. McCarl would not permit this step. 


One senator said he had talked to 


McCarl about il and thc comptroller 
general had assured him that work 
relief and public works funds could 
not be diverted for administration of 
the laws. Nevertheless, it was con- 
tended thai many of thc new agencies 
could begin work unofficially with a 
view to bring reimbursed in January, 
when congress meets again.

Such loans are to be mfcde for 
the purpose of aiding school districts;

" WBether thL« will mean public or 
banker control of open market op- 
erations remains to be seen and de- 
pends on the care with which Roose- 
velt selects the board.

banks. Policies have sometimes been 
made in view of the international 
ralher than the domestic situation, as 
when the discount policy was adjusted 
ir, 1927 in order to support the pound. 


The FRB now certainly will have 


no less than a balance of power be- 
tween the New York bankers and the 
other bankers and it looks as if con- 
trol might definitely be shifted from 
New York to Washington. 


Since the open market committee 


can force regional banks to buy gov- 
ernment securities, it will be much 
more difficult for New York banks to 
carry out tacit threats of revolt against 
the Rtosevelt program by recuslng to 
buy Treasury issues.

which will do a lot toward eliminating 
Ihe bankers' "liquidity complex."
